"3y immediate emancipation, -wo do not mean 
that the slaves shall be turned loose upon the na- 
tion to roam as vagabonds and aliens — nor 
" That they shall be instantly invested with all po> 
litical rights and privileges— ^sor , 
: That thoy shall be expelled from their native 
land to a foreign clime, as the price and conditio^ 
of their freedom. 1 

But we do mean — that instead of being under 
the unlLnited control of a> few irresponsible masters, 
they shall really receive the protection of law: ,. 

That the power which is invested in every slave? ' 
holder, to rob them of their just dues, to drive them 
into the field like beasts, to lacerate their bodies, 
to sell the husband from his wife, the wife from her 
husband, and children from their parents, shall in- 
stantly cease; 

That the slaves shall be employed as. free labor- 
ers, fairly compensated and protected in their earn- 
ings; 

That they shall be placed under a benevolent and 
disinterested supervision, which shall secure to them . 
the right to obtain secular and religious knowledge, 
to worship God according to the dictates of their 
consciences, and to seek an intellectual and moral 
equality with the whites." 

Finally, impelled by these considerations, and 
looking to God for wisdom, strength, and success, 
we solemnly pledge ourselves to each other, to seek 
through evil report and good report, u . the immediate 
emancipation of the whole colored race. The

Abt. 2. The Officers of this Society shall be 
electod annually, on the first Tuesday, evening of 
January, anr 1 shall consist of a President, Vice Pre- 
sident, Recording Secretary, Corresponding Secre- 
tary, Treasurer, Auditor, and twelve Managers.

and July, and 3d Tuesday evening of October, and 
an annual meeting on the first Tuesday evening of 
January.
